Nazis, Italy Hoard Wheat for New War 
Crisis, Stanford University Reports 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Cal., 
Jan. 30 (UP).—Germany and Italy, 
Stanford University’s Food Re- 
search Institute reported today, 
have been piling up huge wheat 
supplies since the Czechoslovakian 
crisis in September. 

The accumulation, said the re- 
port, apparently was “part of an 
uncompleted plan for storage re- 
serves in anticipation of a later 
crisis.” 

Heavy imports began when the 
war scare arose last fall, and wheat 
shipments to Europe through mid- 
January have been the largest in 
seven years, according to a survey 
by Drs. Helen C. Farnsworth and 
Holbrook Working.

“have shown anxiety to increase 


in the face of larges domestic sup- 

plies.

‘Victory’ Against WPA 
By a Single Vote 


In its headlines, the Tory press crowed 
about a great victory over the President in 
the WPA situation. But in their editorial 
their joy has been more restrained. And 
with good reason. , 

It may be well to recall the facts to date 
of the battle over WPA. President Roosevelt 
asked Congress for a deficiency appropriation 
of $875,000,000 to carry on WPA from Feb. 
1 to July 1. Meanwhile, the Workers Alliance 
and the CIO were declaring that a billion dol- 
lars was needed and the Conference of 
Mayors called for almost the same figure as 
a minimum. 

When the President’s message reached 
the House, the Tories were all set to go. 
There was little resistance being shown by 
the people. The. House tore into the Presi- 
dent's figure. Preventing a roll-call vote, 
it slashed $150,000,000 from it and reduced 


the appropriation to $725,000,000—a de- 


struction of a million jobs. Then the bill was 
rushed to the Senate. Elated with the easy 
victory in the House, the Senate Tories pre- 
pared to go still further. Senator Harrison 
spoke of cutting the House appropriation 
down to $600,000,000. Senator Glass insisted 
that $500,000,000 was too much. 

The axe was about to fall when suddenly 
the people throughout the country awakened 
to what was happening. They began to make 
themselves heard. The CIO and the Work- 
ers Alliance were now joined by the A. F. of 
L. and the Railroad Brotherhoods in sup- 
porting the President’s original appropria- 
tion. Farm organizations, merchants’ asso- 
ciations, governors and city councils were 
heard from. The Tory advance was stopped 
in its tracks. No one now dared suggest go- 
ing beyond the crime of the House. In fact, 
so great was the demand for restoring the 
$150,000,000 cut, that the Tories had to write 
into the bill a proviso empowering the Presi- 
dent to ask for an additional appropriation if 
the conditions warranted.
